The Prison-gate Brigade. 

- Bohbjli, Aug. 12th, 1888. 
My Bear Mother, — I am sore that I do 
not know how long it has been einee I last 
home. It has beon somo wcoks sines 
I received a letter from you ; in tho lent 
you were Bending some money which bis 
not yet arrivsd. I think likely that your 
letter wee sent just in time for the mail 
nd therefore the F. 0. 0., whioh woc;d 
iave to go to Toronto first, would he a 
reek lulor. I will enquire at the post 
ffice here to-morrow and eee if it has 
ome. I am now working in the Prison- 
ato Brigade in Bombay with Stoff-fapt. 
Vishvas, Capt. Narain Das, and one or 
two others. We have now in the Homo 
sixlson lads, eomo of whom are very 
hopeful, but their idea of salvation ie very 
vaguo and thoy need a lot of teaching yot. 
The police are, as a rule', friendly. "'- 



are not able to visit any of the jails or 
lockups yet; twoof ua visit the office every 
morning, where prison era are discharged 
from the jail ; othere of ub vieit in turns 
the differont resident magistrates' oourts in 
order to receive eny who may wieh to ae- 
oe|,t our offsr of food sod lodging until 
ihsy can find work. In this wort it is 
nsedlees to say that there are none of the 
missionary societies who oonsider ub as a 
rival, as, up to the present the feeling 
amongst them baa been, " If we can do 
nothing for the respeotable olasses of the 
people we certainly can do nothing for the 
criminal class," so that the movement is 
lie first of its kind ia India.

him eight round, Salvation Army like, and 
make him help to get others, on ^princi- 
pal of setting* thief to oatcb a thief, and 
it sooooode very well indeed. It bbbuib to 
me that tho best way of gutting at the 
higher oI&bebb of the people is 07 making 
the bo people good. At present the worst 
thing is that we have not been able to final 
aiiythmg by whioh to keeptuera employed. 
During the past week we have got some 
string of the ooooanul fibre whioh they 
braid into ropes for mats ; the Afghau 
Chief is teaching them to make the matB. 
Whether it will pay financially or nnt wo 
do not yet know, but if it only has tho 
effect of keeping them huBy it will be north 
keepinp; up. The expense of the msu in 
the Home for food alone ie three annas 
per day, or about $2 per mouth, more than 
it would he in Gujarat. Ae I have not 
been where I could easily keep an accoont 
of the way in which the money wonld be 
spent whioh I laet received from you and 
the twn Williee, I have kept the most of it 
until now, and Capt. Viehvaa haa told me 
that I might pay for the keep of any two 
boys in tho home so that to-morrow I will 
select two of them and endeavor to let yoi 
know their names and what hocomee of 
them, whioh I am enre will be of interest 
lo all, Cuiunmwipiier, after visiting eacu 
of the divisions, haa again Bailed for Eng- 
land to meet the coining party, it will he 
a week to-morrow since his boat left. He 
will likely be back before the firet of 
Gotoher.

Tbe plsn wss voted 
fantastic and impracticable. It was "dem- 
onstrated"— even as Dr. Dionysius Lardi- 
ner uonionKtratod thai a ntesinsbip could 
not cross tbo Atlantic— that no European 
could live in India in native fashion or on 
native fare. It wns "proved" tbst the 
result would bo tlio death of the ill-sturreil 
and unreasoning missionaries snd the 
nttor collapse of tbo whole enterprise. Nol 
only so, but tbe Canadian world was 
assured, and that not eo long ago, U«\t 
charity oluuo bad prevented aoino of those 
who lately left Toronto on this supposedly 
wild gooso undertaking from dying alone 
and utifr.ended anmng strangers, And 
yet aflt-i- nil Huh tltcro comes tousnnativo 
convert of high caste who tells his own 
Story in excellent English and utters some 
plain and exceedingly wholesome truths, 
to which many would do well lo give good 
heed. Ho assures tlio people of Uiib 
Western World that souielhiug must be 
wrong when a wholn century of mission 
work in India has iesuod in the conversion 
"!y three millions, and hs inmkiy 
Biplains what lis thinks the great mistake. 
He ssajs lliat Wat miaaioiiaTieB have not 
gone euflicicnlly among tho people, Imvu 
not lived with them, eaten with them, 
prayed with tbem and in every way iiieu- 
IBed theinHclvee with tliem. Tlioy have. 
n the contrary, gone as port of the con- 
quering raco, and have managed to make 
it thought that they meant to do lo.- the 
Hindoo's snul what their fightins; 1 coiiii try- 
men had done for his body. Tiny have 
uol cuius near enough, and consequently 
have not hei'ii ablo to lay their bands upon 
the spiritually diseased that thoy might bo 
healed. To fit out and support nvsu one 
missionary on the old plan takes quilo a 
little sum, while after all the outlay tho 
noiivB Churches which havo been [oimen 
never hi-in able, with few osceptions, 
to atand alone, and to have native office- 
bearers end preachere from among thoin- 
Belves. Tho Hindoos, it eeems, are "not 

itelligent and cannot be trusted." But 
i Major SIueoDliai said the other day at 
tbo OaklsndB, if this religion does not 
moke tbsm trust worthy, what is it 
useful for ? A religion never roots itself 
in tbs suit till it has native manibars and 
native preachers as well, tili it eon mon- 
'ts own affairs -and supply tbe nei-es- 
funds for its supply and propagation, 
and after tbe trial of a band red years it 
is hit to a poor extent thai tbie bas as yet 
been realized in India. 

Tho Array ie taking a different plan. Its 
misaionaricBiireto live io native fashion 
ami fare aa nuliveo fare. FIty eenta a 
we.-k are to kcop a missionary a vein- or 
lviO, and then it ia oipeeted tbotthey will 
support themsolves and work wilhoot feo 
or reward oicopl what is freely offsred by 
the people among whom they labor. Two 
Torontonians have pledged themsolves to 
support four missionaries each for a year, 
and their subscription for that work is nnly 
a hnndred dollars apiece? 

Now, con Ibis be dooe? or is it a dream? 
__ie Solvation Army people say 
that it can be done, but that it li 
and that tbo early sheaves of tbo coming 
harvest have olreauy been brought baek 
with joy. So bo it. It is not for us to 
judge any entcrpriee harshly, or to saugo 
any undertaking by old-time roles and use 
and wont practices. Why may nol this 
Bcripless, pureoleso plan of evangolisin B 
succeed as well in tba nineteenth cenlury 
hi tbe first? For the lift of ns we 
i sea why it ehoold not. And we 
should not like on a priori principles to 
settle, opart from all experience, thafit is 
impracticable. It has, we frankly acknow- 
ledge, a strongo Act-of-tue-Apostles-liko 
look nboot it, and we wait with interest, 
and not without hope, to see what "will 
the harvest be."

If ho wants you to belong to it, and 
if He says "Yes," then do belong to it, 
and let your dress, your ways, your read- 
ing, your writing -sll your life say, "Ian 
a Salvation soldier,''
